Construction work on the new 55. 000,000 
Field Museum of Natural History will 
begin today after twelve years of plan- 
ning and negotiation The contract to 
erect the building was awarded to the 
Thompson-Starrett company, general 
contractora Stanley Field, president of 
the museum, yesterday directed the con- 
tractors and architects to start work im- 
mediately and speed it up as fast as pos- 
sible. 

The contractors arranged at once for 
the installation of derricks to drive the 
9,221 piles which will form the founda- 
tion. Mr. Field dispatched an inepector 
at night to O. K. 4000 
of these piles ready to be shipped to Chi- 
cago. Through the efforts of Mr. Field 
also a large part of the 315,000 cubic feet 
of white Georgian marble, which will 


already in Chicago. It was quarried at 
| Marbienill, Ga, 
Three Years to Complete. 

‘Within six” weeks’ 500 men will be at 
work on the structure, and this number 
will be increased to 3,000 in the course 
of a year. Three years is given as an 
outside estimate for the completion 
of the new musuem, but the contractors 
say it can be finished in two. 

The site of the new museum is on the 
newly made land east of the Indie Cen- 
tral railroad and just south of Twelfth 
street. Raised to an elevation of ten or 
fifteen feet above the level of Grant park 
and surrounded by terraces, the building 
will form a feature of the city plan de- 
signed by the late Daniel H. Burnham 

The new Field museum, as shown by 
the architects’ drawings, has been called 
a modern masterpiece in classical archi- 
tecture. Graham, Burnham & Co., the 
architects, began working on the designs 
several years ago. Careful study and in- 
vestigation of museum plans was made 
both in the United States and Europe. 
Scientific needs have been given especial 
consideration. 

Largest in World. 

When completed it will be the largest 
marble building in the world, and one of 
the largest museums. It will consist of 
three stories and basement and will cover 
an area of 700x350 feet, or approximately 
four downtown city blocks It is to be of 
the best fireproof oonestruction. The 
buliding will cost about $5,100,000, 

The floor area of the museum will be 
670,000 square feet, of which 400,000 square 
feet will de devoted to exhibition pur- 
poses. The remainder will be used for 
scientific laboratories, lecture balls of- 
tices, and a restaurant. The total floor 
area of the National museum at Wash- 
ington ie 465,000 square feet and that of 
the American Museum of Natural Hu- 
tory at New York le 488,000 square feet.

His Wife Slighted, 
U. S. Ambassador 
| to Russia Quits!

| (By a Stat Correspondent.) 

Washington, D. C., July 14.—[ Special. }— 
George T. Marye, United States ambassa- 
dor to Russia, has requested President 
Wlison to accept his resignation. The 
president will do so and eppoint his suc- 
cessor 00. 

Mr. Marye has found the Russian post 
greatly disappointing, according to an ad- 
mission by a high state department offi- 
ciai today. The disappointment, it was 
learmed from other quarters, is largely 
dus to the failure of the Marye family to 
enjoy the society of the Russian court. 

Mrs. Marye, wife of the ambassador, 
returned to the United States several 
weeks ago. She came to Washington. 
where she and her husband have main- 
tained a winter home for years, closed it 
up, and took her young daughter to Call- 
fornie. 

She has declined absolutely to return 
to Petrograd and because of her wishes 
Mr. Marye wants to quit and join ber in 
this country. 

Two for Post. 

At the state department it was learned 
that two men had been suggested as the 
successor to the ambassador. One is 
Henry P. Fletcher, now ambassador to 
Tune The other is Paul M. Reinech, 
minister to China. 

President Wilson has had much du. 
culty with the Russian post. His fret 
selection for ambassador was Henry M. 
Pindell, a Peoria editor. A letter which 
Senator James Hamilton Lewis of Uu- 
nols wrote Pindeil offering him the place 
on behalf of the president robbed the 
editor of his opportunity to serve at Petro- 
grad. 

The president's next choice was Con- 
greseman Sharp of Ohio, now ambassador 
to Franee. Sharp, however, had made 
speeches in congress urging the abroga- 
tion of the treaty of 1832 and in these 
Speeches he had severely arraigned the 
Russia in reply to 
queries as to whether he woul be se- 
eeptabie, ad emphatically that he would 
not. : 
Was Considered for Paris. 
At the time Mr. Marye wae under con- 
sideration for the post of Paris. Presi- 
dent Wilson decided to gtve him the place 
at Petrogred and Sharp the one at Paris. 
The switeh from Paris to Petrograd was 
not liked by Mre. Marre. 

The Ruasian post le expected to assume 
great importance at the end of the present 
European war, if not before then. Russia 
alreedy has signified ite desire for a new 
commerolal treaty with the United States 
to take the place of the treaty of 1832, 
which wae abrogated during the Taft ad- 
ministration because of the refusal of 
Russia to recognise naturalised Russian 
Jewe as American citizens, together with 
ite refusal to permit any American Jews 
to enter the country.

As the words of the last absolution were 
spoken at noon, following solemn pontifi- 
cal requiem mass, the doors of Holy Name 
were thrown open to let out the children 
who filled the cathedral and to admit the 
throngs which packed adjacent streets. 
For hours they poured im and out at the 
rate of 5,000 an hour. Entering the cathe- 
dral in two lines, they passed down the 
ong aisle to the chancel and divided at 
he casket containing the archbishop’s 
body. 


Scenes in Cathedral. 
In the jostling crowd were young and 
old; the sound, the lame, and the halt. 
Inside the cathedral some dropped out 
of the procession to kneelin prayer. Most 
of those who sought admittance touched 
the body reverently in passing. 
Knecling or sitting with bowed heads 
in the long pews, the devout of Catholic 
faith recited prayers for the dead, some 
in whispers, others audibly. Classes of 
small boys, and here and there a group of 
nuns, could be heard above the low mut- 
tering of the multitude, as they petitioned 
heaven in the language of their creed. 


5,000 Children Escort Body. 
In the morning, headed by a guard of 
mounted police and a boys’ band, 5,000 
children of the Chicago diocese escorted 
the body of the prelate from the archi- 
episcopal home to the cathedral. They 
were commanded by the Rev. J. M. Doran, 
superintendent of St. Mary's training and 
industria! schools. 
First came 400 uniformed cadets, 
dressed in brown, with a band of black 
crépe on their arms. Following the cadets 
a like number of little girls in white 
splashed through the muddy streets to 
the accompaniment of funeral dirges. 
About the casket, in the form of a square, 
was a guard of honor consisting of 100 
young men and women from the Nazareth 
academy at La Grange, and, last of all, 
the children of the orphanages, industrial, 
and parochial schools.

Four persons, metuding Chicago's lead 
ing educator, may find themselves before 
the trial committee of the board of educa- 
tion. The recommendation for the trial 
will be presented today to the school man- 
agement committee of the board. 

Mrs. Ella Flagg Young is making the 
recommendation. She is urging the board 
to place her on trial. She wants also to 
have John D. Shoop, first assistant super- 
intendent of schools, brought before the 
committee. Robert M. Smith, supervisor 
of technical work in the high schools, and 
Frank L. Morse, principal of the Carter 
H. Harrison Technical High school, are 
the other two. 

Have “Passed the Buck” to Her. 

The reason that Mrs. Young made the 
recommendation is that some of the board 
members have passed the buck ” to her, 
and she has determined to find out who ‘s 
responsible. 

Machinery recently installed in the Har- 
rison High school is behind the whoie 
matter. Members of the board have de 
clared it to be antiquated. The cost of 
the machinery was about $15,000. Equip- 
ment for a half dozen other high schools 
was furnished at the same time at about 
the same expense to each school.

in the present war. It is reported that 
already $1,000,000 has been raised by the 
Americans for the project and that an 
American of even greater prominence 
than the former ambassador soon will 
come forward as the chief of the organi- 
zation. 4 


U. S. Aerial Reserves Planned. 

The object of the formation of the 
corps is to create an adequate aerial re- 
serve for the American army, training 
American aviators in the practical, peril- 
ous school that the war affords. ; 

In the name of the former United States 
ambassador to France 10,000 circulars are 
to be issued to the graduates of Yale. 
Harvard and Princeton, inviting them on 
patriotic grounds to aid in strengthen- 
ing the defenses of their country. They 
will be asked to join the French aviation 
corps for the duration of the war, after 
which their military experience will 
qualify them to become reserve aviators 
in the United States. 


Will Form Special Corps. 

They will be formed into special corps 
over here with their own officers, who 
Will probably be chosen from Americans 
like William Thaw, Norman Prince and 
Francis Curtis, who have distinguished 
themselves as aviators with the French 
army. Their pay is to be the same as 
French aviators, two francs [forty 
cents] a day, but the wealthy Americans 
back of the project will pay them an 
additional $50 a month. One such Ameri- 
can alone has contributed $100,000. The 
appeal will be made exclusively to col- 
lege men. 

Intense interest has already been shown 
among Wealthy American young men.

The manufacture of vodka has been 
stopped and its importation prohibited. 
As the sale of this beverage, intoxicant, 
drug—call it what you will—was a gov- 
érnment monopoly, there has been no 
damage to property interests unless those 
ef the very few hotels and restaurants 
which have had the privilege of selling 
vodka in small quantities may be con- 
sidered. 
As one recedes from the front the re- 
striction of the sale of alcoholics becomes 
less rigid. At Warsaw and at Lemberg 
j (when it was in Russian hands) brandy 
could not be bought even in doses for 
medicinal purposes. 
' When I first reached Petrograd in March 
the restaurants were selling wine to 
everybody, but serving it in pitchers as 
& compliment to the law. Later this 
gale was absolutely prohibited. In its 
stead, I am told, the police issued per- 
mits to buy for their personal use, to 
natives and foreigners considered above 
the abuse of liquor or its surreptitious

| Wine Sold in Moscow. 
wine was sold in Moscow when I was 
there, the end of May. Travelers tell me 
that in the cities remote from the war 
wine, and even spirits, are sold in the 
hotels.

| Officers Have Their Wine, 

| Wine is not forbidden to officers at the 
front. With the exception of the fortress 
of Ossavetz, I found it on every head- 
quarters table I visited. Some officers 
took two or three wine glasses at a meal, 
some less Some took a small glass of 
brandy after dinner. Some took nothing. 
None that. came under my observation 
drank to excess. 
All of the people I spoke to were en- 
thusiastic over the abolition of the sale 
if vodka. They believe that after the 
ar the sale of light beverages will be 
revived, but not the sale of vodka or 
strong drink. These people never were 
vodka drinkers and are not now total ab- 
stainers. What the people as a whole 
think about it I do not know, as I do not 
opeak Russian.

confirms my belief that the chief reason 
for great loss of life at sea lies in the 
inability of passengers to take any meas- 
ures for self-preservation. * 

The first experience was in crossing the |

line twice in the last month was well 
known, so every one had opportunity to 
plan what to do in the event of catas- 
trophe.

A Similar Case. 

A little while ago on the channel boat 
Essex we heard a cannon shot and the 
whistle of a shell.

There were no warships in 
sight, and the nearest merchant vessels 
were several miles off. The natural pre- 
sumption was that the shots came from 
a submarine awash and indistinguishable 
to the naked eye. 

Everybody did—nothing. No, not every- 
body. An officer traveling with his fam- 
ily put the cabin between them and the 
direction from which the shot came. This 
was a reasonable precaution, as shells 
from a small gun would be detonated by 
the first wall of cabin and their fragments 
would be stopped by the second. 


Three Put on Life Belts. 

The sailors promptly went to their sta- 
tions; the ship turned sharply to port. 
Then the engines stopped. Most of the 
passengers walked about aimlessly, ask - 
ing what the trouble was. Hardly any 
one looked overside to see if torpedo, per- 
iscope, or conning tower was approach- 

ing. Three women put on life preservers 
and walked around quite ashamed of 
their common sense.

France, Germany, and Italy owe their aeroplane 
service in part to popular movements. The people 
were persuaded to contribute to funds for the pur- 
chase of machines, and later their governments made 
adequate provision for the service. 

If any one of the armies were without the aero- 
planes, which are its eyes, it would be exposed to 
‘attacks from which it now can guard itself. It 
might be exposed to an annihilating disaster—very 
likely would be. 

The United States has just enough aeroplanes to 
make slightly exaggerated the statement that we 
have none at all. For any extensive operations we 
virtually have none. Orville Wright says that the 
army and navy establishments need 2,000 machines 
on a peace basis. The planes can be made rapidly, 
but he says that the lack of motors would delay 
the equipment and our forces would be exposed to 
great and unnecessary dangers. ae 

Of the 2,000 machines needed, the United States 
has about 20. If we said we had nouwe the exagger- 
ation would be slight. Wright says: 

It would be folly for the United States to en- 
gage in war today with any of the European powers, 
owing to our utter unpreparedness in the line of 
aeronautical equipment. Two years would be re- 
quired for this country to acquire the aeFoplanes 
needed to assure protection even in times of peace.” 

For each machine, he estimates, three men ought 
to be trained. Even an optimistic American will 


that congress will authorize the estabjishment of any 
such a service. Unless congress changes its prac- 
tices entirely we are apt to have only a few planes 
and only a few men trained to use them up to 
very moment of emergency. ,

THE CITY MANAGER. 

Mr. Richard Childs, writing in the — Mu- 
nicipal Review on the city manager, holds but definite 
hope for this interesting experiment in city admin- 
istration. : 

‘ The commission-manager plan has been taken up 
| already by twenty-five cities and towns and five 
| states now have optional laws permitting cities to 

adopt the machinery. But the country is not so 
much interested in the growth of the idea at this 
time as it is in the results obtained and the dangers 
that have been exposed by the experiments. Speak- 
ing in the terms of efficiency, the newer plan com- 
pares most favorably with the financial showing 
made under the old government. Operating expenses 
in Dayton in 1914 were $77,709 over the year be- 
fore, but the commission-manager régime gave $140,- 
000 worth of new services, without taking into con- 
sideration that the old government had used $800,090 
of a flood prevention bond issue for ordinary operat- 
ing expenses. In the first year Springfield, O., saved 
$50,000, a floating debt of $100,000 was wiped off 
the elate, the street cleaning department enlarged its 
activities by 25 per cent, and garbage collection was 
extended to all houses. In La Grande, Ore., the 
town warrants had depreciated to such an extent 
that the banks refused to take them under any con- 
sideration. In the first year $35,000 was paid off 
and another $35,000 was cleared away in the first 
four months of 1915. In Manistee the new govern- 
ment saved $29,000 from a budget of $104,000, spent 
© $1,200 in repairing a sewer, after it had practically 
been decided to have an $80,000 bond issue to build 
. an entirely new sewer. In Taylor, Tex., a 15 per 
t cent better showing was made, and Cadillac, Mich., 
ty eaved 13 per cent. In no instance was there a fail-

Many ‘cities are situated near bodies of 
water. The influence of temperature, 
wind movement and humidity which a 
large body of water exerts is illustrated 
by Chicago. In the hot season the water 
absorbe heat from the sun's rays and the 
air. In the colder season the water feeds 
its stored heat to the air.

nearby are several degrees apart. This 
generates wind. 

Wind usually, though not always, low- 
ere the temperature and increases com- 
fort. Great heat during the day can be 
endured if the nights are cool. The prox- 
imity of a large body of water causes 
cool night winds over the land. The rule 
je that when there are no major air dis- 
turbances a sea breeze blows at night.

DMIRAL ERIC VON USEDOM, 
now as a Turkish pasha in supreme 
ocmmand of all the Ottoman naval 
operations for the defense of the 

Bosporus and of the Dardanelles, 
will be remembered in the United States as 
having been in command of the kaiser’s 
steam yacht Hohenzollern on the occa- 
sion when it brought Prince Henry of 
Prussia across the Atlantic to New York 
some twelve or thirteen years ago. 
Usedom was also in comme nd of the 
German contingent of the allied forces 
which under Admiral of the Fleet Sir Ed- 
ward Seymour endeavored to march upon 
Peking, in order to relieve the beleaguercd 
foreign legations there, and responded 
with such vigor to Sir Edward Seymour's 
command of Germans to the front “ in 
a most bitterly contested action fought 
by the relieving force that he received 
from Queen Victoria a knight comman- 
dership of the Order of St. Michael and 
St. George. 

Subsequently King Edward bestowed 
upon him the grand cross of the Victorian 
order and held him in such high esteem 
that the admiral was frequently selected 
by the kaiser for official and personal 
missions to the court of St. James. 


— 

The admiral, I may add, received from 
his own sovereign the Order Pour le Mer- 
ite, founded by Frederick the Great, for 
his services at Peking, and has been car- 
ried on his personal staff as naval A. D. C. 
ever since. 

From 1995 to 1910 he was in command 
of the great naval station, arsenal, and 
shipbuilding works at Kiel; went on the 
retired list in 1911, and last fall, on the 
outbreak of the war, was dispatched by 
Emperor William to Constantinople in 
order to organize the naval defenses of the 
Bosporus and of the Dardanelles, espe- 
cially in connection with the laying of the 
mine fields. * 


~~ 
Among the rewards in store for distin- 
gished naval officers are the so-called good 
service pensions, which a limited num- 
ber of them receive as a token of special 
approval in addition to their ordinary re- 
tired pay. 
It is therefore of interest to record that 
a good service pension of $1,500 a year 
has been awarded by Arthur Balfour in 
his capacity as the first lord of the ad- 
miralty to Admiral Lord Charles Beres- 
ford, who is better known in the United 
States than almost any other flag officer 
of the British navy. * 
Winston Spencer Churchill admitted in 
the house of commons that he had done 
everything in his power to prevent Lord 
Charles from obtaining the highest rank 
in the senior service, namely, that of 
admiral of the fleet, which is the naval 
equivalent of the military grade of ficld 
marshal—a ramk to which he had every 
right to aspire by reason of his record, 
and which would have enabled him to re- 
main on the active list until his seven- 
tieth birthday, instead of being retired on 
the score of age at 64. 
As he was a full admiral! at the time and 
had received the grand cross of the Order 
of the Bath, which is the highest service 
decoration, the only addttional reward 
for his services to the navy, ashore and 
afloat, at the disposal of the government 
was a good service pension, and this has 
now been accorded to him, not because he 
needs it, for Lady Charles is rich, but as 
a solatium for his unjust treatment by 
Winston Spencer Churchill, when Church- 
ill was at the head of the admiralty.

Lord Northesk, who has just been gell 
ing his valuable collection of pictures and 
art treasures, is the head of a younger 
branch of that Scottish house and clan 
of Carnegie to which the Laird of Skibo 
belongs, and of which the Eart of South- 
esk is the supreme chieftain. 

Lord Northesk is the tenth earl of his 
line and one of the sixteen representa- 
tive peers of Scotland in the house of 
lords.

PORT OF LONDON AUTHORITY, 
LONDON, E. C., July 2.—[{ Editor of The 
Tribune.]—The great American people is 
only too acuteiy aware of the hardship 
and suffering which this devastating war 
has brought upon the noncombatants. 
May I through your columns make known 
to a more than generous public the press- 
ing needs of an institution which is car- 
ing for the unarmed defenseless mer- 
chant seamen of the world, who, com- 
batants against their will, are yet facing 
the worst dangers of modern warfare 
with a courage and devotion to duty un- 
paralleled in history? 

The Seamen's hospital at Greenwich 


has cared for the sick and injured mer- 


chant seamen of the world for nearly a 
century. It is in no sense a local institu- 
tion; its doors are always open wide to 
the sailor of every race and nation who 
finds himself ill and friendless in a 
strange country. Here he is always sure 
of sympathetic reception and humane and 
skilled treatment within the limits of its 
capacity and capabilities. Not one has 
ever been turned away. 

The efficiency of this hospital of 300 
beds is actually crippled by the delay of 
urgently needed improvements occa- 
sioned by a lack of funds. There are no 
isolation wards, and the X-ray and elec- 
tric department, now of such supreme im- 
portance, is out of date. The nursing 
staff is sadly cramped for want of en- 
larged at present as 
many as five nurses are obliged to occu- 
py one sleeping apartment, and separate 
quarters for quiet and rest when off duty 
are not available. Lifts are lacking 
throughout the hospital and unnecessary 
suffering is caused in consequence, the 
patients having to be carried up and down 
stairs in course of treatment, to and from 
the operating theater. 

A special appeal committee, influential 
and representative, is working to achieve 
the objects we have in view. f have 
been requested to act as Its chairman. To 
undertake all that is necessary we re- 
quire not less than £30,000—a large sum 
to raise with so many competing claims. 
But whether citizens of the United States 
or of the British empire, we al! have rea- 
son to be proud of our merchant seamen, 
and I am sanguine enough to hope that 
this appeal will afford a welcome oppor- 
tunity to all of us gratefully to reccerize 
a debt we owe toa very gallant class. I 
shall be glad to receive contributions in 
aid of the appeal furd at 41 Grosvenor 
place.

INISTERS are not business men. 

Financial disaster in nine cases 

out of ten awaits them if they ven- 

ture into the business world 

Such’ were the words last night 

of the Rev. James W. Vallantyne of 
Glen Ellyn, who, after twenty years asa 
tional pastor, resigned in 1912 
to become a financier and politician. 
Here are a few réasons why ministers 
should not risk a mer into the busi- 
ness World, according to Mr. Vallantyne, 
who has accepted a call to the pulpit of 
the California’ Avenue Congregational 
church: 

Ministers are idealists; trained to 
look only at the idealistic side of life. 

Ministers, because they are ideal- 
ists, are not practical in the businese 
sense. It takes practical sense to get 

along in business. 

Because busitiess men are practical, 
ministers do not understand them. 
Therefore, ministers, as a general 
rule, are not capable of coping with 
business men, even in their capacities 
as churchmen, 17 alone in barter and 
trade. 

Being idealists, ministers find: the 
hustle, bustle, and the curtness of 
business distasteful. A man wastes . 
his time when he engages in an . 
pation that is distasteful. 

Ministers, because of their theory of 
life and faith in their teachings, are 
too trustful, too easily victimized by 
the unscrupulous. *

Two Convicted of Murder 
in 1893 Are Given 


When the gates of Joliet penitentiary 
are opened Saturday to Thomas McNally 
and Charles Kurth, two lers,“ they 
will breathe the air of freedom, for the 
pardon board has granted their petitions 
of parole. They will be the first rel 
under the new state law, which permits 
the paroling of prisoners sentenced to life | 
terms. 

McNally and Kurth were convicted of 
murder more than twenty years ago. 
They have always maintained their inno- 
cence. A companion, Ddward Warren, 
who was convicted with them and given 
a life sentence, is dead. On his dying bed 
he asserted he was innocent of the crime. 


Judge Asked Parole. 

Several years ago former Judge H. V. 
Freeman, who presided at the trial, signed 
a petition for the parole of McNally and 
Kurth. He was convinced, he said, that 
the men were victims of mistaken identity 
and a police “ frameup.”’ 

McNally, Kurth, and Warren were eon- 
victed of the murder of James Prunty 
and his son Peter. Both were shot and 
killed in their home by burglars. The 
slaying took place Nov. 15, 1883. At 8 
o’clock in the morning robbers entered 
the Prunty residence at Racine avenue 
and West Thirteenth street. A daughter 
of the family was awakened by nolses. 
She screamed and wasshot. The father 
and brother sprang from their beds and 
grappled with the intruders. <A bullet 
Killed the elder Prunty. The son lived | 
several Gays. He was unable to identify 
either of the men who later were con 
victed. | : 

Widow Identifies Them.

$117,304 on a contract that became known 
as “the malodorous paving contract” 
during the investigation of the Merriam 
com mission. 

The case went to the jury in Judge Rio 
ard E. Burke's court last night with in 
structions to return a sealed verdict. 

The contract was entered into in 1906. 
John J. Hanberg was commissioner of 
public works, M. J. Doherty superintend- 
ent of streets, Edward J. Brundage cor- 
poration counsel, and Robert Holt first 
assistant corporation counsel. McGovern 
has been represented in this case by the 
firm of Brundags, Landon & Holt. Mr, 
Holt, the former assistant corporation 
counsel, has taken en active part in the 
case. 

Hornstein Calls It Loot. 

“Under this alleged contract for 0. 
000 worth of work, absolutely vaid and 
absolutely dishonest,” said Leon Horn- 


sein, counsel for the city, in his address 


to the jury, “ the MeGovern company re- 
ceived in cash from the city the sum of 
$418,248, and they ask in this suit the fur- 


ther sum of $117,304. This makes a total 


of $530,642 claimed under a contract for 
$650,000 worth of paving repairs. 

Thie is a reminiscence of a departing 
era—a time when public officials and per- 
sons who had dealings with the city gov- 
ernment thought nothing of looting the 


public treasury. 

“ McGovern is no piker. The scandal . 
involving the Pennsylvania etatehouse 
Was no greater than this. McGovern not 


only succeeded in getting $418,000 on a 
$50,000 contract, but he has the nerve te 
ask for $117,000 more.” 


Alleges Work Was Performed.
